Their 
gpeeches were received with tremendous 
gpplauce, and the presence on the stage of 
the rspublican leaders who had the New 
York cempaign in hand, inclading Evarts 
gnd Davenport, showed that the sectional 
jseue was to be pressed for all it. was worth. 
Up to this point—say within a week of 
election dsy—the democratic canvass 
wee wi bout noyancy and almost 

-without hope. The open revolt of 
conservative republicans sgainat the intro- 
duction of the bloody shirt was the first pre- 
mise cn which democratic success was based. 
This grew stronger day by day, and one 
vould baidly go through a day’s basiness 
without Learing several times: “I was going 
to vote for Davenport, but I guess I had 
better hit this sectional’ issue one more 
lick.’ A mugwump editor said to me the 
night bcfere the election, ‘‘We had the fight 
whipped until Sherman and loraker came, 
Now it is very doubtful. I knowa score of

The republicans were divided and 
disaffected. When Tuesday night came the

Tammany hall is extremely jubilant over the 
election of their candidate to a!l the city offise, 
in this year’s elections. For county clerk the vate 
stands: Flack,Tammany, 67,751; Goobel, republi 
can, €5.999; Keenan, county democrat, 62 393. 
Tammany haselected Mooney, its candidate for 
president of the board of aldermen. He polled 
71,030 votes; Aster, republican, €5,963; Daigion, 
county democrat, 69,642.

BICHMOND, November 4.—Additional returns this 
morning CoO rot charge the indications 
telegraphed last night, as to General Lee’s majori- 
ty reaching 25.000, and it may go to 30,000. Asto 
the legislature, sufficient returns have beén re- 
ceived toshow that the democrats have already 
sixty two out of one hundred membersof the 
beuse of delegates, and twenty-three out of forty 
members ofthe senate. The republicans have 
sixteen members of the house and eleven sena- 
tors. The counties yet to be heard from will 
increase the democratic membershipto atwo- 
thirds majority in both houses. 

Augusta county gives Lee 1,023 majority, a re- 
publican gain of 109. The democratic legislative 
ticket is elected by 850 majority. | 

With oneprecinct to hear from, which gave 
Cleveland & majority,Rockingham county stands 
126 majority ior the republicans on the legislative 
ticket. 

Rockbridge county is democratic on the lezisla- 
tive ticket, by 135 majority. Lee’s majority is 
15. Rockingbam is republican by 126, 
With one precinct to hear from, 
whole the registered vote of which is 115, being 
a geinoftwo republican representatives. She« 
randeah county gives ove hundred democratic 
majority, and the republicans lose one represen- 
tative. Page county is republican by eighty ma- 
jority, a republican gain of i48 
voter. Highland county is republican by three

Rockingham county gives a republican major- 
ity of 15, and elects ‘two republican membersof 
the legislature iustead of democrats. Rockbridge 
electstwo democratic members by 125 majority, 
The republicans carry Alleghany county by 213 ma- 
jority and eljects the legislative ticket. Bath 
county gives 11\0democratic mejority; Highland, 
a mountain county, has not been heard from. 
Last year it gave a democratic majority of 47, 
Should that vote be maintained the republicans 
will carry the senatorial district, composed of 
Highland, Bath and Alleghany, by 56, In the 
counties above ramed ihe vote for Lec is about 
the same as that for Cleveland last year. 

Full returns from Harrisonburg give the repub- 
licans the state and legislative tickcts by the fol~ 
lowing majoreties: Wise, 14; Webb, 24; Acker, 35; 
total yote, 5,889—the largest ever cast, 

All but eleven counties in the Btate have been 
heard from, butit is impossible to give tonight 
the total vote for governor, as most of the returns 
Only give majorities. From what has been re- 
ceived, and estimating the counties not heard 
from, Lee’s majority will doubtless reach 20,000. 
The democratic gains, as far as reported, are nearly 
offset by republican gains. In the southwestern 
counties the democrats made small gains. Heavy 
Cemocratic gains, bowever, appearin alithecoun: 
ties having a large colored population. The leg: 
islaiure, £0 farasis known, stands house 63 dem- 
ocrats, 20 republicans; 11 not heard from, but 
pearly all will return republican; senate, 80 dem- 
ecrats, 9 republicans, one not heard from, but will 
probably be republican. 


IOWA. 

Drs Morner, November 4.—The latest returns 
give the republicans 13 majority on joint ballotin 
the legislature. 

The Register has returns from two-thirds of the 
state. It puts the republican majority on the 
state ticket ati4,000. Thereturns show that the 
republicans will have 56 of the 100 members of 
the house, and 80 of the 50 membersof the senate. 

The republican state committee claim the state 
for governor by 12,000, and twentyxfour majority 
in the legislature on joint ballot, with several 
districts in doubt, which they will not concede to 
the fusionists. The; democratic state commit- 
tee claims, tom private dispatches received by 
them, that the state ticket is 
in ‘doubt, and if the same 
ratio of gains &s already indicated in their private 
dispatches continue, they have carried the state 
for Whiting. They claim heisrunning ahead of 
the ticket by several thousand, They claim to 
bave carried the house andjhave a majority on 
joint ballot, withthe senate in doubt. Fourhun- 
dred and forty precincts give Larrabee 59 415, 
Whiting 55,061; republican net gain, 1,474.

Up to 1€:30 o’clock the State Register tas com: 
pleted returns from 51 or the 99 counties in the 
state, and pretty definite returns from 40 others, 
and partial from all. Thereturns cut the repub- 
lican majority on the state ticket down to 9,000. 
Tbe final returns may vary this a thousand up or 
down. The republican majority in the state on 
governor two years ago was but1,992. The Regis 
ter has definite returns from every semate and rep- 
resentative district in the state. 

In the house the republicans have 59 members;

The candidates elected are A. Masa 
Cobb, supreme judge; C. H. Geere, Leavitt Burn- 
ham, regents o! the State university. The repub- 
licans in this, Douglas county, elected their state 
ticket except commissioner and coroner. The 
republican mejorities range from 500 to2.500. All 
the counties in the state elected full county 
tickets, 

The returrs from the Nebraska state election 
continue to come in with unprecedented slowness 
and indefinitenesrs. The election was very quiet, 
not much interest being taken, and an unusually 
light vote was polled. Every indication points to 
the election of the entire republican ticket by 
i sjorities from 12,000 to 13,C00. All the figures 
obtained indicate demacratic gains of from 2,000 
to 3,C00. In many of the counties the democrats 
scored nndoubted adyances over former years. 
There were balf a dozen tickets in each county, 
and muchscratching allaround. The prohibi. 
tionists and anti-monopoiists had tickets in nearly 
every ccunty, although their strength is lightas 
a whole in the state. From present prospects the 
exact fign 1¢s f10m the state at large will not be in 
for a week. 


COLOBADO, 

DENVER, Col., November 4.—The chairman of 
the republican committee concedes the election 
of the entire democratic independent county 
ticket by heavy majorities.

GREETINGS TO HILL. 


THE PRESIDENT TOC TH& SU 2CBSs- 
FUL CANDIDATES. 


Congratulations Received trom All Parts of the Ua- 
iem Over the Great Democratic Victory—The 
New Oivil Service Commission— Mr. Tren- 
holm, of South Caroline,a Member, 


Wasuineron, November 4.—The president 
today received a number of telegrams from 
prominent democratic politicians in all parts 
of the country, but principaily in New York, 
congratulating him on the result of the elec- 
tions in New York as an unmistakable indorse. 
ment ofhis policy. Immediately upon his ar- 
rival at the white house the president sent a 
congretulatory telegram to Governor Hill, as 
follows: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. C., No- 
vem ber 4.—Hon. David B. Hill, Kimira: I have 
just returned from Buffalo. and learned the result 
when nearly home... I heartily congratulate you 
on yeur election. GROVER CLEVELAND. 

THE NEW COMMISSION. 

The president today appointed Alfred P. 
Edgerton, of Fort Wayne, Indiana, civil ser- 
Vice commissioner, in placeof Dorman B. Ea- 
ton, Tesigned, and William L. Trenholm, of 
Charieston, 8. C., in p!ace of John M. Gregory 
resigned. 

Mr, Edgerton was in early lifea clerk ina 
mercantile house in New York city, but while 
still @ young man removed to northern Ohio, 
#3 the ogent of a northefn land company. He 
then served four years in congress as a demo- 
cret, and was the financial agent of the state 
of Ohio, with an office in New York city. In 
1858 be moved to Indiana, and in 1868 was 
the democratic candidate for lieutenant gov- 
ernor, vice President Hendricks being the 
candidate for governor. They were both de- 
feated. As a democrat he refused to support 
Greeley in 1872, and came within six votes 
of: __ being nominated for vice 
president on the O’Connor ticket 
over John Quincy Adams, Jr. He was then 
nominated as the straightont democratic can- 
didate for governor of Indiana, but declined 
in a Jetter, which urged all democrats to sup- 
port Hendricks, and the latter was elected. 
Foriteen years he has been unanimously 
elected by che common council of Fort Wayne 
as president of the board of education of that 
city, and by appointment of ex-Governor Por- 
ter, igdirector of the Perdue university. He 
bes been engaged in many successful business 
enterprises, ia in easy circumstances, and is a 
practical student of public affairs. He was 
jek Many years an intimate friend and asso- 
ciate of Chief Justice Waite, who, together 
with Genater Henry B. Payne, Gevernor Gray 
of Imdiane, Vice-President Hendricks, and 
many lesding citizens of Ohio and Indiana, 
warmly indorsed him as possessing the quali- 
ties prculiarly fitting him for the work of civ- 
il service commissioner, with which he isin 
full sympathy. 

Mr. Trenholm is a commission merchaut, 
about fiity years of age, and was warmly in- 
dorse@ for appointment by leading friends of 
the civil service reform movement north and 
scuth,. He is a son ot the late Secretary Tren- 
Lolm, of the treasury of the southern confed- 
eracy, and has been brought into prominence 
lately by his address before numerous bankers’ 
conventions on the silver question and his 
writipgs on the same subject, which have 
attracted wide attention. Mr. Trenholm has 
v6 bee rat. 
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is 
ready to teke his place. Edgerton, who suc« 
ceeds Eaton, isin the city, but has not yet 
been cficially notified of his appointment. 
He will not be eble to enter upon the discharge 
of the duties of the office forat least two wees 
yet. Gregory will remainin Washington for 
some time to come, 2s he desires to complete 
some literary work he has in hand, but beyond 
that he has no plans for the future.

JOHN ROACH AND WHITNEY. 

An agreement has been entered into by 
Secretary of the Navy Whitney, on behalf of 
the United States, and John Roach, under 
which— 

1. The possession of the steamship Dolphin 
is transferred to the secretary of the navy, for 
the United States, with the right to take and 
deal with the same as if the title thereto was 
fully vestedin the United States, but such 
traxsfer shall not operate to constitute an ac- 
ceptance under the alleged contract, or affect 
the corstruction or adjudication of any ques- 
tion of law or fact arising on any claim or des 
lense now or hereafter in controversy between 
the parties, which shall be determined as if 
euch transfer had not been made. 

2. ‘The parties of the first part (Roach et al.) 
under such an alleged contract, to prosecute 
an action against the parties ot the second part 
(the United States,) for the balance ofthe pur- 
chase money alleged to be due under said con- 
tract, and for compensation for additional 
work and alteration made pursuant to the 
piovisions of said alleged contract. In the 
event that lien skall be determined to exist 
in favor of the United States upon said vessel, 
or in the event that the government shall be 
found entitled to any money, judgment or re- 
clamation recoverable from the party of the 
first part, or either of them, then and in that 
event said steamship shall be first applied 
tofhe satisfaction of said lien or judgment; 
andthe value of said steamship at the time of 
such\gransfer, for the purpose of satisfying 
said Hen, claim or judgment, in lieu of being 
determined by judicial sale, shall be found by 
@ court upon proot to be advanced. by 
the respective parties; and for 
the purpore of such  defermination 
her value shall be deemed to be the price 
specified for her in the contract for her con« 
struction, plus tke amounts covered by the 
order issued by the secretary of the navy for 
alterations and additional work, minus what- 
ever sum, if any, shall be found by the court 
necessary to have been expended in order to 
make eaid ship, when transferred to the gov« 
ernment conform to and represent the fall 
performance on part of the parties of the first 
part of the obligation binding upon them in 
the construction thereof; and said steamship 
shall be deemed to have represented at the 
time of such transfer to the secretary of the 
navy amcuct thus determined in satisfaction 
of any jien, claim or demand that the govern- 
ment mey maintain.

' THE BALKAN CONFERENCSB., 


The English Ambassador HMedgiog Against 
Rassia, 

Lonpox, November 4.—An irade has been 
published by the porte which sanctions the 
Balkan conference, and the first formal meet- 
ing will be held tomorrow. 


Turkey has not yet named her delegates to 
the conierence of the powers on the Roumeli:n 
question, because the amba:sadors cf the 
powers disagree on the subject of restoring the 
status quo ante, and the measures to be adopt- 
ed to restore it. The porte wishes the confer- 
ence {o open under the auspices of a union of 
ihe powers on the above matters. Said Pasha 
the new Turkish foreign minister, has induced 
Nelidoff, the Russisn ambassador, to be less 
d«termined to depese Prince Alaxnder, of 
Bulgaria. The porteis urging Sir William 
White, who continues to act as British ambas- 
sador, toask Epvgiand for fresh instructions 
respecting its line of action at the pro- 
posed Balkan conference, so as to render 
compromise on the Bulgaro-Roumelian 
question possible. The attitude of England 
regardirg the Roumelian difficulty causes 
much uneasiness to the porte, The porte be- 
lieves that Lord Salisbury, English premier 
minister, does not want to weaken any of the 
Balkan states, because, as stated, they form 
barriers against Russia’s schemes. At the last 
meeting of the ambassadors Sir William White 
energetically oppoeed the proposition to res 
store the status quo ante in the Balkans. The 
powers are certain to disagree on this subject. 
Italy has tried end failed to restore 
accord among the power onthe matter. The 
party fears that Austria will abandon her 
present policy, which would greatly increase 
the difficulties of the situation. 

The press association announces, on the 
highest authority, that the Servian troops will 
not advarce on Bulgaria pending the decision 
of the Balkan conference. 

The Turkith war office continues its active 
wer preparations, indicating that the porte is 
net fuly satisfied that the powers will 
peacefully settle the Roumelian question 
at the conferecce which is about to asiem- 
ble here. The latest enrolled redits have 
b:en mobilized into the re serve corps. 

The porte has appointed Servier Pasha 
second delegate to the Balkan conference. 

Tke total strength of the Turkish troops now 
mobilizing is 80,000 men. Great camps are being 
foimed on the Bulgarian, Servian"and Greek 
frontiers. Gen. Lew Waliace, formerly United 
States minister to Turkey, has arrived here, It is 
svprosed that he has come on the invitation of 
the sulten, who has great confidence in Gen, 
Walilace’s judgment and advice, 

The Turkish goveroment has contracted fora 
supply of whitehead torpedoes, with which its 
ircn clad squadron will be equipped at anu early 
date. 


THE BNGLISH CANVASS. 


& Bold Bid by the Conservatives for the 
Protection Vote, 

Lonpox, November 4.—Lord Salisbury de- 
livered a speech at Victoria hall, London, this 
evening. He denied that the tories wished to 
tax cereals, but said that tree trade should not 
presert an arrangement of duties in order to 
place England on a footing with the other 
pations.

The Editor Defenos His Action in Regard 
to Eliza Armstrong.

T. Stead, editor of the Pall Mall Gazette, Mr.

Bremwell Booth, of the salvation army, Mad- 
ame Louise Mcurrey and Mrs. Rebecca Jar- 
rett, defendants in the Armstrong abduction 
case, was resumed today at the central! crimi- 
nal court, before Justice Lopes. Mr. Cnarles 
Russell, counsel for the defense, declared that 
the taking of the child, Eliza, away with her 
mother’s consent was no crime, but the judge 
held otherwise. Mr. Stead, who acts as his 
own counsel, made a powerful speech to the 
jury, dwelling particularly on the righteous- 
ness Of his motives in his transactions respect- 
ing the girl, Eliza,and defended the action of 
Mrs. Jarrett in refusing to betray her confed- 
erator. 

Mr. Stead claimed that the revelations of 
the Pa}l Mall Gazette aroused the indignation 
of the public, and enabled the attorney gen- 
ere) to secure the passage of the criminal law 
semendment bill,so as to reach such cases as 
Was mentioned in the Gazette. 

Mr. Jacques, fone of the defendants, here 
arose and exclaimed excitedly:

*-Hueh!” 

Jacques, however, would not be quited, and 
repeated the expression. 

Justice Lopes then remarked to Jacques: 

‘‘You are very indiscreet.”

not appeal the case, but will bear the punishs

THE ORDBR TO LBAVS CARRIED 
OUT IN TOCOMA. 


Crowds Gathered to Witnessthe Exit of the Mop- 
golians—They Gather Up Their Goods, and. 
March in Double File Out of the Sounty 
~The Grand Jury Cslled Together. 


TacomMA, WaSHINGTON TerurtORY, November 
4.—Yesterday being the day set for the Chi- 
nese to leave,et the signal given at 9:30 a. m., 
many hundred citizens congregated and 
marched in an orderly manner along the 
streets of Chinese houses, ordering the occu- | 
pants to pack their goods and leave, The or- 
der was complied with. By five o’clock p.m, 
their goods were packed and loaded on drays, 
and the Chinese were marching along by the 
side of the loaded wagons, en route to Lake 
View, nine miles south of here. The Chinese 
merchants were given until Wednesday morn- 
ing to peck their goods, coach store being al- 
lowed three aseistants. One hundred and 


pinety-seven Chinese reached Lake View 
about 7 o’clok P: m., and camped in the va- 
cant houses. Itis not known whether th 
will take the morning train for Portland, but 
they probably will. Many of them are walk- 
ing south on the railroad track. The citizens 
have sent the Chinese provisions to last till 
merning. No trouble has occurred. 


A VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY,

Adam &mith, the author of that great standard 
work “The Wealih of Nations,’’ says: 

“It is the bighest impertinente and presump 
tion, therefore, ia kings and ministers to pretend 
to wetch over the economy of private people and 
to restrain their exvense either by sumptuary 
laws or by prcohibitipg the importation of FOREIGN 
lexurier, 

A great ard wise statesman once said: 
‘“Thst people is best governed which 
is leest governed,’ meaning to cover just such 
cates sathese Are Georgians ready topry into 
the private efiaire of men, and say what they 
shali eat and what they shall drink? liso what 
will be the next point of atteck, will they noton 
‘qual principle trey whata manor woman shall 
wesr, Or what furniture he shall into his 
heme? 

In a conversation with two leading prohibi- 
tionists in your ofiice last Monday night, I 
charged tbat if they were euccessful in their pres- 
tnt movement tbat they would seek to pass Otuer 
sumptusry laws regulating what we eat and our 
bemes, ete One otthemin presence of witnesses, 
and with the statement on my part that I would 
use his answer, was bold enough to admit that 
such was their purpose; that they Intended to go 
on until they reguiated all.

2py one say that it would exist?

putin force laws in principle like this—laws 
which baye been tricd by other nations and 
found not to be good? What stronger words of 
condemnation for such a course and forsuch laws 
and for this law, can be used, than the words of 
President Cleveland and of ex President Tiidep, 
which I baye quoted herein above. 

As bes been weil said: ‘Hethat goeth about to 
persuade a muititude thatibey are not so well 
governed as they ouehtto be, shall never want 
attentive and favorable hearers.’’ The agitation

BLE aCCiDENT. 


Bill Kennebrew and Phil Paillips Have a Premature 
Ditcherge of a Biast—They are Thrown Forty

THE GASOLINE LAMP TROUBLE, 


Why the Geveral Oounci! Passed the Reso« 
Jation About Kirk & Co, 


Thealdermanic board yesterday failed to 
interfere with the action of the council of last 
Mondey in directing the lamp and gas com- 
mittee to cancel the contract with Kirk 
& Co., who are nowseupplying and lighting 
the gasoline lamps, unless the firm satisfied 
the committee that they would carry out their 
contract more faithfully. 

There are about 130 gasoline lamps in the 
ciiy. They are located in the suburbs, and 
recently great complaint as to their irrega- 
larity has been lodged with Mr. Bagby, the 
city lamplighter, and the member of the gas 
committee of the city council. 

These complaints induced Mr. Stockdell to 
offer a resolution last Monday orderiag that 
fifty dollars be deducted from Kirk & Co.’s 
pay, and that the contracts be annulled unless 
the work is properly done. 

It is claimed by the parties making the 
complaint that the gasoline lamps are lighted 
about one-half the time, and that half of those 
that are lighted do not burn half the appoint- 
ed time. A member of the gas committee, 
who bas investigatea the matter, says: 

“Halfthe lamps are out of order and can. 
not burn. Then the man who lights them 
don’t goto haif. Then again, when the lights 
are lighted in the evening the man knows 
how much oil it will take to 
keep up the blaze until the 
moon comes. If he would put in -the right 
quantity it would burn until the gas is turned 
offin the city, but he won't put in half enough 
and the consequence is the lamp goes out locg 
before the moon comes up. ft is extremely 
ennoying for people to haye to take a lamp to 


hunt for a street lamp.”
